Fo lowing up on our call today, I haven't yet had a chance to discuss these scenarios with Renee, Valerie, Pete et al, so 
will need to confirm things with them re best advice - I'm particularly concerned with scheduling a primary in April and a 
runoff in June with less than 81 days in between considering the State ECode 10400 requires candidate names be given 
to the County by E-81 . Not sure how comfortable the office will be dates that do not comply with that section. If that 
does become a harder issue, what's the possibility of holding the primary on March 11 (i.e., more than 81 days before 
the June runoff)? I understand that this may require opening the DOI earlier and less than 30 days after the Board acts 
to call the election.
